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REMAR KS 

The Examiner rejected cluiim 15-18, 20-22, and 24-25 uadcr 35 ILS.C. § 1 12, second 
p:iragraph. as being indcfiaite for failing to particiikirly point out and dislinctly claim the subject 
madcr which applicant regards as the invention. Since clairn.s 15-18, 20-22, and 24-25 have 
been canceled, the rejection of claims 15-18, 20-22, and 24-25 under 35 U,S.C. § 1 12. second 
paragraph is moot. 

The Examiner rejected claims 14-18 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as allegedly being 
amicipaied by Jlmare/. (US 6,194,667). Since claims 15-18 have been canceled, the rejection of 
claim^; 1 5- IS under 35 U.S.C- § 102(e) is moot. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1 5, 20-22, and 24-25 under 35 US,C. § 102(e) as allegedly 
l>eing anticipated by Burrow (US 6,118,182). Since clahns 15-18, 20-22, and 24-25 have been 
canceled, tlte rejection of claims 15, 20-22, and 24*25 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) is moot. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the§ 102(e) rcjcctioas of claim 14 with the following 
arguments. 
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35 IL S.C. ^102 

The Kxainincr rejected claim 14 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(c) as allegedly being anticipated 
by Jiinarez (US 6,194.667). 

Ai>[>!icants respectfully contend that Jiuiarcz docs not anticipate claim 14, because 
JliDare/ does not teach each and every feature of claim 14. For example, Jimarez docs not leach 
*\said openings having an oblong shape, an oval shape, or an elliptical shape". As another 
cxartiple. Jimarez does not teach "wherein the first dimension is greater than the second 
dimensioji, and wherein the first dimension of the openings is selecLively oriented on the 
suhsiriitti in a dircclion of highest stress within each intcreonncction". 

Based on the preceding arguments. Applicants respectfully maintain that Jimarez does not 
anticipate claim 14, and (hat claim 14 is in condition for allowance. Since claims 27-38 
depend from claim 14, Applicants contend that claims 27-3S arc likewise in condition for 
a Mown nee. 

As 10 new claim 39, Applicants respectfully contend that Jimarez does not anticipate 
claim 39, because JimiU'cz does not teach each and every feature of claim 39. For example. 
Jimnroz docs not teach "wherein the mask has a plurality of non-circular openings having a first 
dimension larger dian a diameter of the conductive pad, and a second dimension smaller lhan the 
diaixielcr of (he conductive pad". 

Also as to new claim 39, Applicants respectfully contend lhat Barrow (US 6,1 1 8, 1 82) 
does not anlicipaie claim 39, because Barrow dae^s not teach each and every feature of claim 39. 
For exLunplc, Hanow does not teach *'a substrate having a plurality of circular conductive paids 
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and a nuisk lliLM'con" (emphasis ad(ied). Applicants note lhat Bnrrow's pads have a rcciiuigular 
sl!aj>c (see Ban'ow, col. 1, lines 57-59; col 2, line 19). 

Bused un ilic preceding arguments. Applicants respect Tally maintain lhat neither Jimarez 
nor Bartow aniiclpates claim 39, and that cltxim 39 is in condition for diowancc. Since claims 
'10-5 1 depend from claim 39, Applicants contend that claims 40-51 are likewise in condilioii for 
allowance. 
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CONCLUSION
